LEAD — l4c., N. Y. (f.a.s. Gulf 12'ec.) 


With the London market giving a better account of 
itself, the undertone here seemed to improve. The set- 
tling basis on the London Metal Exchange yesterday 
was £944 per long ton, equivalent to a shade under 
11.80c. U.S. currency at the current rate of exchange 
This is a little higher than the figure named a week ago 
Demand was fair, with new business involving lead for 
nearby delivery totaling 5,804 tons for the week. In 
addition, some producers have been accepting long- 
term contracts for large tonnages 


ZINC — 12'ac., East St. Louis (f.a.s. Gulf 11.30c.) 


Demand for the die-casting grade has been somewhat 
better of late, but galvanizers are slow in taking hold. 
With trading on the London Metal Exchange to be 
resumed at the turn of the year, consumers in many 
instances prefer to await developments. Most observers 
are counting on a more orderly market in zinc, holding 
to the view that prevailing prices, particularly abroad, 
have already discounted the gradual return to private 
trading 


TIN — $1.214s, N. Y. 


The market here was moderately active, with prompt tin 
available in the outside market at $1.215s throughout the 
week. RFC sales of Grade A tin were light, totaling 65 
tons for the week 

Bolivians are concerned over the cautious purchasing 
policy of the RFC. The Bolivian Ambassador has admit- 
ted that some serious difficulties exist for the sale of tin 
concentrates on a long-term basis. 


St. Joseph Lead Co. lowered its price to $1.50 a pound, 
effective Dec. 1, a reduction of 50c. from its former sell- 
ing basis. Other producers in this country either held to 
the $2 basis on commercial sticks, reporting business at 
that level, or withdrew from the market

BUSINESS SHOULD CONTINUE at present levels, or 
only slightly lower, through the first half of 1953. There- 
after, opinions differ, foreseeing a 
letdown as defense spending slackens. Our hope is that 
business will be better in the second half than in the 
first. There’s a feeling of confidence in the air and it's 
contagious, 


A BUYER'S MARKET will nevertheless prevail through 
most of next year in just about every line, including 
metals and minerals. This, wisely handled on govern- 
ment’s part, is not necessarily bad. A return to a com- 
petitive market would be healthy for most businesses 


MINERALS HAVE A PROBLEM, however, in the pro- 
fessed eagerness of many men in the new administration 
to increase raw material imports, thereby gaining some 
objectives of a foreign aid program without outright 
gifts abroad. “Trade, not aid” is the slogan. Danger is 
that misguided emphasis on such a move could dislocate 
domestic and world metal markets all over again 


WITH GREATER BUTTE AND CHUQUI coming along, 
supply of copper should improve steadily. In a month or 
two, this should put the market in a much more com- 
fortable position than at present 


CONSUMERS STILL RUSH to buy copper, sensing a 
bargain. Note that even averaging in the 3642c. copper 
from Chile, U.S. consumers still pay less for copper than 
anyone else in the world. 


A HIGHER PRICE in the US. for copper is a strong 
possibility, but not before the new administration takes 
over on Jan. 20. Unless the pressure gets a lot stronger

than it is right now, the OPS will probably succeed in 
staving off a copper price increase until next year 


LEAD LIQUIDATION in Europe is about over, and one 
may expect a more stable market both here and abroad 
It's certain, however, that there'll be demands for a 
higher duty on lead unless the domestic price situation 
improves. How such demands will be received is a 
question, many members of the new administration feel- 
ing tariffs ought to go down, not up 


PRODUCERS ARE ACCUMULATING ZINC at the 
1242c. level, something they wouldn't do if the price 
were higher. Feeling is that zinc has gone about as low 
as it’s likely to, particularly in view of London's promise 
to take it easy in liquidating any zinc surplus when 
Metal Exchange trading resumes in London in January 


THE CADMIUM MARKET favors the buyer, although it 
isn't uniformly weak in spite of St. Joe’s price cut to 
$1.50 per Ib. If other producers decide to follow, this 
lower price would probably mark the end of the down- 
ward movement for the present 


THERE'S NO EXPANDED PROGRAM planned for 
flame-proofing military products, as was rumored re- 
cently. There was a flurry in purchasing oxide, nothing 
more 


BOLIVIA'S ATTITUDE on expropriation of the major tin 
companies may be cleared up following return of Am- 
bassador Luis Andrade to Washington. All that's certain 
is that the RFC isn't likely to make any long-term 
contracts for Bolivian tin until it’s clear whose tin is 
actually being sold. That may take some time. 
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Consumption of metals increased in 
volume during November and the E&MJ 
index of consumption rose to 145% of 
the 1947 average. The index of use for 
October was 143 (revised), and for Sep- 
tember 141 (revised). 

Production of automobiles—passenger 


cars and trucks—was the best since early 
in 1951, figures for November indicate 
The machinery industry established a 
new high in production. Heavy con- 
struction continued at an almost un- 
changed high rate. Radio and TV manu- 
facturers encountered a strong demand 
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for their products and production 
schedules were the best since March, 
1951.

Malaya’s Tin Production 
Close to Postwar Peak 


Although temporary suspension of 
mining by a few dredges being moved 
to different locations will prevent Ma- 
laya’s tin production this year from 
reaching the postwar peak, the 1952 
output should be within 2% of the 1951 
total, according to a cable received from 
Kuala Lumpur by the Malayan Tin 
Bureau 

This estimate by the heads of the prin- 
cipal mining groups in Malaya — Hon 
Douglas T. Waring, president of the 
F_M.S. Chamber of Mines, and Col. H 
S. Lee, president of the All Malaya 
Chinese Mining Association—supersedes 
assumptions in other quarters that a 
substantial” decline in Malayan tin 
production was “inevitable” this year 

Summarizing the present outlook, Mr 
Waring and Col. Lee say that produc- 
tion has remained remarkably steady 
in spite of handicaps arising from acts 
of Communist terrorism. The progress 
made by the defense forces in the last 
few months is encouraging, but pros- 
pecting is still unsafe and increased 
output cannot be expected until new 
areas can be developed 

The significant facts are that Malaya 
is holding its lead as the largest tin 
producing country and that the world 
supply of tin is known to be ample 

= 


Aluminum Scrap Supply 

Smelters of secondary aluminum, de- 
pendent almost entirely upon scrap for 
their production of ingot, recently rec- 
ommended to NPA that present limi- 
tations on purchases be reviewed be- 
cause of changing conditions governing 
supply. Members of the advisory com- 
mittee said they have been forced to dig 
deeply into inventories built up during 
the second and third quarters of 1952 

NPA pointed out that because of seri- 
ous production losses caused by the 
droughts in the Pacific Northwest and 
the Tennessee Valley, it may be neces- 
sary to increase slightly the amount of 
scrap flowing to primary producers of 
aluminum 

Power losses may result in a reduction 
of 129,000,000 lb. in the first-quarter 
1953 supply, NPA officials said. Primary 
producers and fabricators are expected 
to be four to six weeks behind in de- 
ivery schedules by the end of 1952
